The November financial reports: 
of the Bethel Water District indi- 
eate that a rate increase ‘and har- 
vesting of timber from, District 
property will be required in 1981 
for the District to meet its operat- 
ing expenses. 


The District's.Trustees have dis- 
cussed the possibility of annual 
rate increases while inflation is 
running in double digit figures. 
There are two key elements being 
considered at this time with re- 
gard to the need for higher rates: 
First, the District wants to encou- 
‘age conservation by possibly lower- 
ing the minimum rates charged so 
that the lowest volume users could 
presumably escape from any over. 
all rate hike this coming year. The 
second factor concerns an adjust- 
ment within the overall rate struc- 
ture of residential, : commercial 
(fire protection) customers so that 
any fonthcoming increase in water 
nates would be equitable across 
the board. This Jast item would 
take into account the effect of the 
last rate increase in July 1979 on 
al] categories of the District’s cus- 
tomers. Therefore, while the over- 
all anticipated increase will be 
closely linked to the inflation fac- 
tor of the Jast 18 months, devia- 
tions are expected to appear in 
specific categories.

tSepe. 4 Dennis E. Smith, son 
of Mr. and Mrs, Homer Smith Jr. 
of Route 2, Bethel, entered East 
Berlin to observe conditions on 
the communist-controlled side of 
the Berlin Wall. 

Since the infamous Berlin Wall 


“was built; some 50,000 people have’ 


risked their lives to escape East 
Berlin and find freedom in the 
West. 

The excursion was part of a 
three-day orientation tour of the 
divided city that is given to U. S. 
Army members stationed in Eu- 
rope. According to Army officials, 
the Berlin Orientation Tour is in- 
tended “to give American soldiers 
a first-hand look at the differences 
between a free and a controlled so- 
ciety, so they can see for them- 
selves why they are stationed in 
Europe.” The hope is that the 
contrast will add new meaning to 
their roles and assignments, Un- 
der the Potsdam Agreements, 
members of the U. S. Military are 
permitted access to East Berlin.

TO APPEAR QUARTERLY 

The Bethel Historical Society re. 

eently announced that its news. 
letter “The Bethel Courier” will 
be published quarterly instdad of 
semi-annually. Previously this 
eight-paze illustrated publication 
appeared in June and December 
but under the new plan it vill al- 
so be published in March and Sep. 
tember. Founded in 1976, the 
“Courier” is named after the Beth- 
e] weekly which began publication 
in 1858, Dr, Nathaniel T, True was 
a frequent contributor to the ear- 
lier “Courier” writing a history of 
the town that appeared in serial 
form, much of which was later 
copied by Dr. William B, Lapham 
in his history of 1891, The entire 
run of the former ‘‘Courier’’ (1858. 
1861) has been microfilmed by 
the Society and is available to re- 
searchers in the Society’s Eva Bean 
Rasearch Room. 
' The present “Courier” honors 
Dr. True’s tradition by producing 
articles on the history of the Bethel 
area, as well as Society programs 
and projects. Edited by Society 
Director Stanley Howe, the news. 
letter is sent to al] members and 
friends plus historical societies 
and museums throughout Maine. 
In the past the “Courier” has fea- 
tured articles on Bethel’s Main 
Street, Molly Ockett, N. T. True, 
atea ferries, Broad Street, Bethel 
Library. Mayville, hotels and Dr. 
Moses Mason, to name a few. Al- 
so included in each issue is a book 
review of a loca] history which has 
recently Leen published. 

The Bethel Historical Society 
was founded in 1966 and in 1974 
moved into its headquarters, the 
Dr. Moses Mason House on Broad 
Street. Membership now stands at 
400 and the Society sponsors a 
wide variety of activities.
